that the vain, wisened, preening judgr was the crim- 
inal and not the Black Revolutionary 

At one point, the judge, quoting from the 
transcript, noted that the spectators had shouted 
"Right On'" to one of Seale’s prior denunciations 
of the court At this point, laughter broke out, 
virtually unanimous throughout the gallery The 
judge, angry, threatened to clear the courtroom 
and ordered the more than 20 burly marshals to 
watch over the scene carefully. 

It was satisfying, in a way, to hear Hoffman 
repeat Seale's description of the judge. "You oink 
in the faces of the mass of the people." The judge 
failed to say aloud a few sections of the contempt 
citation, including Jerry Rubin’s epithet "tuck- 
ing pig!", which he had uttered the previous week 
when a marshal struck Bobby. Explaining to the 
court stenographer that she would get the text 
later, he said "There is a comment here which I 
do not wish to repeat m front of all these young 
people ." 

Although the fascist-like nature of this court 
had become apparent weeks ago, almost everyone in 
the courtroom was stunned at the judge's new pro- 
nouncement against Seale. However, after the judge 
left the courtroom, prosecution attorneys Richard 
Schultz and Thomas Foran were seen laughing rauc- 
ously as they clustered with other pigs at the 
prosecution table 

As Bobby was shoved out of the courtroom into 
the lockup by a squad of marshals, many people in 
both the press and spectator sections shouted 
"Right On!" and "Power to the People:" 

Abbie Hoffman had the last word, shouting to 
the people as they filed out of the courtroom: 

"See you in Washington November 15. We got 

to take care of business."

U.S , Attorneys Foran arid Schultz were laughing 
as Bobby was taken from the courtroom . It was 
Thomas Foran who expressed his "regrets" over 
Bobby f s gagging. It was Richard Schultz who said 
that chaining Bobby had been done to "safeguard 
the rights " of all eight defendants . 

These men are, in the words of one underground 
editor, "war-criminals . " 

The trial of the Chicago 7 resumes tomorrow at 
the Ministry of Truth .

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STATEMENT OF CHARLES R.. GARRY 
ON CONSPIRACY 

LIBERATION News Service 

[Editor s Note. The following is the full text of 
a statement issued by San Francisco lawyer Charles 
R. Garry concerning his relationship to the trial 
of the Conspiracy Eight in Chicago, Following the 
reading of Garry's statements to the court on Nov, 

3 Bobby Seale reiterated his desire to conduct 
his own defense and the judge reiterated h i <=• insis- 
tence that Seale shut up and sit down„] 

November 2 1969 

The crisis m this trial has been precipitated 
by the gross violation by the Government and the 
trial judge of the fundamental constitutional 
rights of Mr. Bobby Seale a black American citiz- 
en, and National Chairman of the Black Panther 
Party. 

Mr. Seale's fundamental American constitution- 
al right to counsel of his own choice was violated 
by the refusal of the Government and the trial 
judge to agree to adjourn the commencement of the 
trial until the seriously ill counsel of his own 
choice, the undersigned Charles R„ Garry, could 
attend* Shortly before the trial commenced on 
September 24 ; we formally represented to the court 
that my doctors and I anticipated I would be av- 
ailable for trial on November 15 1969. 

Once the trial had started Mr,, Seale’s fun 
damental American constitutional right to defend 
himself, which he then demanded to be afforded him, 
was unlawfully and without any cause in law denied 
to him by the Government and the trial judge , and 
in flagrant violation of the Constitution the Gov 
ernment and the trial judge proceeded with the 
trial „ 

Furthermore Mr,. Seale was then and still is 
inhumanly and cruelly punished insulted and de 
graded by the Government and the trio) judge sole 
ly for attempting to assert a right which every 
American citizen has to defend himself against ac- 
cusations of crime. 

Accordingly theie is now only one way out of 
the present crisis in the Chicago trial consistent 
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with the mandate. of the Constitution that every 
American; black or white is entitled to equal 
justice under the law The Government must forth 
with confess error* in open court' that* Mr . Seale s 
const ltut ional* right to counsel of his own choice 
was violated by the refusal to postpone the com 
mencement of the trial until counsel of his own 
choice could be present; and must voluntarily dis- 
miss the present case as having been irretrievably 
prejudiced against Mr, Seale and all his co-de- 
fendants. 

Meanwhile Mr. Seale must be immediately ac- 
corded by the Government** and the trial judge his 
full constitutional and statutory right to defend 
himself he must be released from all restraints 
upon his liberty so that* he may defend himself^ 
and full and adequate apologies and compensation 
must be made by the Government' to' Mr. Seale for 
the brutal cruel, unusual and unconstitutional 
punishment mf lie ted' upon* him during the past 
two weeks of this trial. 

With respect to my personal participation 
in this trial, whether now or at some later date 
even if - I. were physically . and medically able to 
take. part- m. a major trial -- which I am not 
according to* my physicians*'--- my participation 
could in no way cure the fundamental constitut- 
ional infirmities with* which* it is already plagued. 
Accordingly participation by me' in this trial . 
long after it has started; would violate my 
basic professional respons ibilities* and might well 
be deemed malpractice* 

If this proposed course of action is not im- 
mediately implemented;, all avenues under the Con 
stituticn and laws of the. United States will at 
once be pursued to enforce’ and protect not only 
Mr * Seale's fundamental constitutional rights 
but the integrity of the mandate and promise of 
our Constitution that all Americans- black and 
white, are entitled to equal justice and freedom 
under the law.

FREEDOM OF SPEECH ON TRIAL 

AS ROGER PRIEST FACES NAVY COURT MARTIAL.

WASHINGTON (LNS) -- Roger Priest. the anti -war 
sailor whose newspaper OM got him booted out of his 
Pentagon duties two months after its first issue 
appeared in April, underwent his second pretrial 
hearing recently at the Washington Navy Yard. 

Priest is the first serviceman in the anti -military , 
anti -war underground tc be court martialled spec- 
ifically on the contents of an underground paper. 

11 My crime is Speech,” read a sign that he cairied 
during a July protest after the official charges 
had been filed against him. 

Priest says the charges came about after the 
third issue of OM reprinted Bobby Seale's parable 
about pigs polluting our waters by shitting in them. 
The Seale story concluded that revolutionaries 
should move upstream to where the clear waters lay. 
To that, Priest had added, "L. Mendel Rivers, Get 
Your Ass Out of that Stream, You Hear, Boy?" Ri- 
vers, who is the chairman of the House Armed Ser- 
vices Committee, did not dig it at all and Priest 
says that although he cannot prove it with any doc- 
uments, he feels certain that it was at Rivers' in- 
sistence that the Naval Department brought charges 
against Priest and OM, 

One of the charges, which was later dropped, 
was that Priest "did wrongfully use contemptuous 
words against the Chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee." Now L . Mendel Rivers has not got good 
vibes anywhere in Washington.. He is known as a 
drag and a drunk. Nicholas Von Hoffman, one of the 
overground Washington Post's only savvy reporters, 
noted in a story on Priest, "How Roger managed to 
use contemptuous words against the Congressman 
wrongfully is not explained, but if he did, he's 
a very clever bey and they should make him an ad- 
miral . " 

Actually, the personal insult to Rivets, while 
it was rollicking good muckraking, is the least of 
the story. Priest faces a possible 39 years at 
hard labor on a series of charges which include 
soliciting members of the military to desert and 
to commit sedition, as well as intent to interfere 
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with, impair and influence the loyalty, morale, 
and discipline of the military forces through 
Publication or OM, The Navy aims to try him on 
those charges fer each of the three issues he 
published, off base, on his own rime, witn his 
own money, from April through June. 

The second preLna.l hearing got off to a 
smash start leminis cent of the Chicago conspiracy 
trial when Priest's civilian defense lawyer, 

David Rem, questioned che military judge, B. 
Raymond Perkins about his feeling, concerning 
the Vietnam war Rein asked whether he felt 
that it was m the best interests of the country 
to remain engaged there or to withdraw, and 
whether he believed that the US. in good con- 
science could indulge in aggressive action in 
v i o 1 a t i on of the U . N , ch ar t o r . 

Perkins, a smiling jutjaw Naval officer, 
did noc seem outraged or unprepared for this 
challenge but with equanimity replied to the 
last question, "i think that it should be av- 
oided, but ! cannot say that I feel it is in 
violation of the U.N. Charter." 

"Do you think that servicemen have the 
right similar to civilians to express their 
political views on their own?" asked attorney 
Rein . 

"That's a complicated question," smiled 
Perkins. "I am opposed when ic conflicts with 
national interests,' 1 he added, 

The counsel challenged the judge's moral 
right to try Priest, on the grounds that he was 
opposed to Priest's political stance and asked 
that the court be disbanded in favor of a jury 
of seamen. The judge smiled, "1 must tell you, 
a military judge has no jurisdiction to deter- 
mine the composition of a jury. That relies 
upon the convening author .ty," 

Rein called the prosecution up sharply on 
the vagueness of their charges. 

"Where does it say what statements are dis- 
1 cy a i ) ' ' he ask e d ' T low c an a roan be tried for 

abstract disloyalty": Where docs it say who Priest 
helped to desert 9 " The New York Times, Rein 
pointed out., hud purred a story two weeks pre- 
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viously on sanctuary for draft resisters in Canada, 
and with much more detail and addresses than had 
OM's article cn the same subject. 

"Is the New \oik Times being tried for the 
first amendment?" he asked, "No, it would be ab- 
surd, Then why is Priest being tried for his right 
to free speech in his private, non-service life?" 

Priest, a tall, blond native of Houston, Texas, 
said before the hearing that he had paid special at- 
tention to his military dunes, to his attire, to 
his work, so that there could be no copout or mis- 
take about the fact that if the Navy charged him 
with anything, it would have to be the paper it- 
self and not some trumped-up cover charge. 

Priest did net gc into the Navy a militant. 

He enlisted in order tc avoid fighting the Vietnam 
war and since he had journalistic training, he was 
assigned to the Pentagon as a journalist seaman. 

But he got radicalised along the way. 

"Just being . n the military can bring you to 
a pretest position," he said. Seeing Marines beat- 
en by their CO's during basic training and hearing 
the news of the Presidio 27 sentences, meeting 
.Andy Stapp of the American Serviceman’s Union, all 
contributed to bringing him into active anti-mili- 
tary work. 

Since he began publishing OM, Priest has had 
his phone tapped, his mail opened, and his trash 
examined. Twenty-five agents of the Naval Invest- 
igative Services Office were assigned to collect 
information on him The latest issue of OM, en- 
titled Court Martial Edition, says, "Roger Priest 
believes in democracy. How come the Navy doesn’t? 
How come the Navy has agents go through garbage of 
a serviceman living off-base in commercial housing? 
What were they after 9 Roger Priest was not trying 
to hide anything In fact, he was one of the few 
servicemen to put out a GI newspaper and to sign 
his name, Roger knew that what he was doing was 
legal and was protected by the First Amendment to 
the Constitution. But it seems that the forces of 
repression can disregard the law and the Constit- 
utional guarantees of free speech and free press; 
if it happens ro disagree with that speech." 

The military powe r structure would like to

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see underground GI papers diu--better dead than 
read- In Washington, people are wondering whe- 
ther the massive November protests against the 
war will pressure the Navy Department to drop 
charges against Priest- Meanwhile, he has 
been reassigned from his Pentagon duties to 
maintenance at the Washington Navy Yard 

"I clean the Navy's gutters," he twanged 
softly . 

But Roger is doing move than just cleaning 
the Navy's gutters. He is %>. i s o continuing his 
attack on the brass and on US imperialism. 
Roger says: 

"Today's pigs are tomorrow's bacon. -- We 
must stop the capitalist corporate power struc- 
ture from killing us , taxing us, dividing us 
and ruling us* Why do we have capitalism, 
imperialism and an economy based on militarism? 
The time has come to fail the system. It only 
uses us to perpetuate itself To serve the 
system is treason. Smash the state. Power to 
the people. -- We will stop at nothing to stop 
the Vietnam war, and power arrangements that 
made it possible. We take that "nothing" 
seriously. Destroy that sacred cow of capit- 
alism -- property, -- Bomb America. Make 
Coca-Cola someplace else. - Our goal is lib- 
eration,,. by any means necessary- -- Shoot a 
Pig! !"

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ALASKAN INDIANS FIGHT 
FOR YULI R LAND 

.ANCHORAGE, Alaska (LNS) -- It took just half 
a day, last September, for America's Oi J Emperors 
to divide up over four Hundred thousand acres of 
Alaskan land. That land is now private property. 
Private property of Standard Oil, Mobil Oil, Phil- 
lips Petroleum, Gulf Oil -- the people who could 
afford a collective S862.3 million. 

"Wo felt we had to have a position in Alaska 
in view of the enormous potential," s ays h . L . 
Brocket t. Gulf Oil Chairman. He says lie is "tre- 
mendously encouraged and enthusiastic about our 
position and our opportunities." 

Adam John isn’t so enthusiastic. 

Adam John Isn’t Chairman of Gulf Oil. lie's 
a full blood Athapascan Indian, and President of 
tli e Natives Participation Council of Anchorage, 
Printed under his signature are the words: "It’s 
better to fight on your feet than live on your 
knees . " 

None of the land cn which Alaska’s natives 
have for centuries depended for a living was ever 
bought from them by the Federal or the Alaskan 
State government The Indians arc now claiming 
their land, trying to stop the Alaskan State Gov- 
ernment from selling it to the huge industrial 
concerns of what they call the "lower 48" states. 

file Natives want enou gb 1 an d to live on , an d 
they want to be decently reimbursed for tne rest. 
At the very least they want a small part of the 
enormous tax revenues that the State will get from 
i an d sold to the oil c o;r.p an i e s . 

Alaskan natives face an even more serious 
threat in the near future. Shortly after Alaska 
gained statehood, Nat:'.'.; Alaskan land claims led 
to a temporary freeze, prohibiting tie State 
Government from selling certain tracts of land in 
Southern Alaska, 'this freeze will expire on Lee. 
31, 1970. " ! 1 the claims (now before Congress] are 
not settled by then," Adam John explains, "the 
history of the ’lower 48’ will bo repeated. The 
Eskimos, Aleuts, and Indians of Alaska will be 
found in poverty, without land, and separated 
from the rest ol the world. Our cii.ilu.ron will be 
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found miles off the main load l ike many present 
day Indians ol the 'tower US’."

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EXCLUS I VE INTERVIEW WITH A LEADER Of 
THE LIBYAN REVOLUTION: 

\ OUNG, DIFFICULT AND THOUGHTFUL

[Editor’s Note: On September 1st, a group of 
young army officers overthrew the archaic and op- 
pressive regime of King Jdns of Libya In its 
place they established a Revolutionary Command 
Council l . RCC 1 which has already irked the United 
States by taking steps to remove th f huge U S 
base near Tripoli The following interview with 
a member of the RCC was made by Ann Francos, a 
French lournalist fox the magazine Le Front who 
specializes in the Middie East.] 

TRIPOLI O.NS' -- One month after the coup 
d etat whivh overthrew Libya’s King Idris Senoussi, 
the civilian and military members of the Council 
of the Revolution the number is still secret* re- 
main anonymous The only official whose photo 
has been published and who has appeared before 
i ournal is t s , is colonel Mu’ammar El Kadafi , the 
council president, whose smile and deciar at.ions re- 
call the Nasser ot the Fifties. He tv as designated 
by his comrades as president of the cumcil of the 
revolution because he w is one of the (no-* r active 
members of their oil gina: clandestine organisation, 
and he has related vermin the masses But the 
real power is exercised collectively b> a smal ; 
group of seven ox eight offVver-, who themse- es 
refuse to appear in public . 

Jt u one of th'»se men : h M tlu o..tpricnal 
chance to meet, Kadaii hj.msi.ii be uc^upi*. el w • th 
a scries of meetings a^ro— rht _uun r i. 
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The lieutenant who came to get me in a jeep 
(despite the curfew in effect from nine in the 
evening to six in the morning.], remarked that I 
was really very lucky: El Mokadem, the lieutenant 
colonel who was to receive me, had never before 
me t with a journalist. 

Who is this lieutenant colonel, what are 
his responsibilities in the government 9 

"It doesn’t matter, specifically,” said 
the lieutenant who met me ”It*s a collective 
leadership, and they all think the same." This 
young lieutenant, a 25 year old aviator, re- 
marked: "After the age of 30, you're not much 
good anymore for making the revolution The av- 
erage age of the council is 28." 

The council’s headquarters is in the Bab 
Azizia barracks on the outskirts of the city. 

In front of the building soldiers nonchalantly 
drink their coffee, seated in small tanks in 
position. Inside there is a^currying coming- 
and-gomg of very young officers, in battledress, 
looking very American. One is struck by the 
austerity of the offices, where cots have been 
set up for sleeping. 

The lieutenant colonel (who must have been 
a captain or a lieutenant before September 1, 
the date of the coupj xs waiting for me at the 
door - Small, thin, he is twenty-five, but seems 
even younger The epaulettes of his beige battle 
dress still bear traces of the braiding he tore 
off himself "We don't want to become a caste," 
he says, "And besides, braiding and medals are 
ridiculous . " 

Extremely shy, with a secret air about him, 
speaking Arabic in a soft voice, he refuses at 
fnst to answer my questions, put to him in Eng- 
lish which he speaks very well

The slogan that is most often heard here is 
’’Liberty, socialism, unity,” which is also the 
’trinity' of the Arab Socialist Union. Bur. the 
story goes that Col. Mu ’ ammar LI Kadaf ai , on radio 
the first day of the coup, made a mistake and said, 
"Unity, Socialism, Liberty,” which is the triple- 
threat slogan of the Baath i sr s . (.The Baa: h \ s t party 
is the ruling paity m Iraq and Syria, and in- 
corporates both Socialist arid Islamic elements, j 
Does that tend to show that the great currents 
which presently divide the Arab world politically 
(Nasserism, Baathi sm Arab nationalism, Marxism) 
are reflected in the Council of the Revolution 7 

"If you want to put it that way," said the 
officer. "But i n terms cf influencing us , not 
really. You've said yourself, we're for unity , 
socialism and liberty, for Palestine and for the 
Arab Nation. However you order the words, we 1 re

As the demonstrators left the Engineering Build- 
ing, plain clothes cops took their pictures.. It 
seems that as soon as the police and administrators 
of UB can identify a participant, they issue form 
letters to him charging him with such crimes as 
breaking and entering and other misdemeanors. 

Twenty people have received letters so far, but no 
one has been arrested yet 

It has been several weeks since ROTC classes 
have met successfully at UB, and the prospects for 
them te conduct business as usual in the future 
are dim. The students of the University of Buffalo 
don't want them there-- and they are going to see 
to it that ROTC is kept on the run !

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PARIS DESERTERS’ COMMITTEE 
CLOSES OPERATIONS 

PARIS (LNS) -- The deserters' movement in 
Paris is closing up shop e Arrangements are being 
made for deserters still in Paris to go to Sweden. 
The organizers are heading off for more promising 
worko Left behind are the French sympathi zers , 
who say they won't refuse assistance to American 
deserters who arrive in Paris, but insist that in 
most cases, Paris is a poor choice of exile for 
American deserters* 

Accounts of what happened to the deserters in 
Paris, whether from young Americans who worked with 
them or French citizens who assisted them, seem to 
agree on one point -- very few of the deserters 
who arrived in Paris were able to build a satis- 
factory life for themselves there. 

Most soldiers in the (J 0 S, Army are young 
working-class men, often less than 21 years old, 
They aren’t skilled professionals with college ed- 
ucations and a good knowledge of the French lang- 
uage. The best thing America could think of to do 
with them was to send them to jungle wars they 
didn’t want to fight, but when they take rhe step 
of rebellion, they are still no better equipped to 


find a tolerable career than they were in the 

economy that reared them. 

French people opposed to the war and friend 
ly to the deserters were very willing to provide 
material assistance housing, food, clothing, 
opportunities for work or schooling, Jegal 
counsel in obtaining visas and permits for res 
idence and work. But most of the deserters had 
been too psychologically mangled by life in the 
U„S, and in the Army to get themselves together 
enough to take advantage of opportunities for 
work or school or anything long-range* 

The American organizers grew tired of pro- 
viding welfare services to individuals instead 
of building the political movement they had in- 
t ended . 

So now deserters still in France are being 
shuttled to Sweden* Men contemplating desertion 
are being encouraged not to come to France, un- 
less they speak at least some French, and have 
either college education or skills in a trade* 
French people who have helped deserters in the 
past say, however, that they would not turn any 
deserter away who asks for their help.

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WOMAN'S REVOLT AT NEW YORK POST 

NEW YORK (LNS)-- Two woman reporters on the 
New 'York Post have decided not to take any more 
shit, and they've gotten support from most of the 
New York daily's writers. The whole thing started 
when 25-year-old reporter Lindsay Van Gelder was 
assigned to write one of those woman-behind- the- 
man profiles of Mrs. Gil Hodges. Van Gelder 
refused to have her byline on the story because 
she doesn't dig stories that are written about a 
woman only because she comes attached to some 
famous man. 

Lindsay got support from another 25-year-old 
Post reporter, Bryna Taubman. Both met with Post 
editors to explain their views; both were fired 
by the next day -- ’’gross insubordination,” the 
Post explained 

Other Post employees got themselves togetiier 
enough to force the Post to rehire both women.

BOYCOTT COKE

NASHVILLE, Tenn , (LNSj -- Black and white 
workers, community people and students have formed 
the Nashville Labor Support Committee, which has 
called for a boycott of all Coca-Cola products. The 
Committee is working to familiarize the Nashville 
community with the criminal working conditions at 
Coke, which are especially repressive for black 
workers- The community has responded by effectively 
boycotting Coke in Nashville and by mobilizing for 
demonstrations and pickets led by Coke workers.. 
Teamsters have also joined the Coke workers and they 
are m the streets to stay until their demands are 
met • 

However, the Coke empire has many resources 
at hand to use to defeat the organization of the 
Coke workers The company has spent huge sums of 
money to hire a strike-breaking firm of former 
National Labor Relations Board members. They are 
trying to starve the workers into submission, while 
using racism, lies, and intimidation to split the 
Coke workers and demoralize their supporters. The 
most recent rumor spread by the Company was that the 
Teamsters bought off the students of Fisk University 
with $50 of grass and then intimidated them somehow 
at a march for the Coke workers To combat the 
illegal anti- labor tactics of the company, the 
Labor Support Committee is calling for the help of 
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all citizens in a nationwide boycott of Coca-Cola. 
Can YOU resist the brainwash of incessant Coke 
ads? The Coke workers have. 

There are two important reasons for winning 
this strike at Coke, in Nashville, in the South. 

The South is the last outpost of the open shop, 
where every union shop is won by tireless, hard 
work. And now, the labor movement is coming South, 
but like integration, it will be over some dead 
bodies. All the reactionary forces are combined 
in a last ditch effort to retain an anti- labor, 
open shop base in the United States. It will take 
all the forces of the people's movements to 
defeat them. 

Secondly, the South is the last colonial 
playground-at-home, along with the black and 
brown colonies, for the international corpora- 
tions like Coca-Cola. To Coke workers in Nash- 
ville it means eating lunch in the bathroom and 
taking home $90 for 82 work hours in one week. 

The big business of making Coke a way of life for 
America has little to do with the ability of 
Americans to live.

BLACK MARINES HASSLED IN MEMPHIS 

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (LNS) -- Four black marines are 
facing 86 years in the brig, in a conspiracy case 
unfolding at a naval air station near Memphis. 

A fifth marine, who was to have been charged 
with them, died under mysterious circumstances 
October 31. 

The charges stem from a clash between white 
and black marines last July, ten days after a 
major marine uprising at Camp Lejeune, N.C., 

All of the accused were wounded in Vietnam 
(one was awarded the bronze star) . They were 
awaiting discharge or transfer after stays in the 
hospital . 

The night of the incident was a strange one. 
Black marines on the base had established a tradi- 
tion of getting together most evenings to drink, 
talk and listen to music. It is illegal to drink 
on the base but they had never been ordered to 
stop -- although the drinking was done quite 


openly 

That evening, returning from behind the 
hospital, they heard someone shout, "here come 
those drunken niggers now." 

A fight broke out as they encountered 15 
whites holding billy clubs After about 15 minutes 
of fighting, the blacks went into a nearby bar 
where more fighting developed. Within 15 minutes 
it was all over. There were no serious injuries. 

A white man, Sgt . Rogers, later testified 
that he was told that afternoon, "the colored 
people were coming to take over the barracks." 

Rogers said his informant was Cpl . Carthon, a 
black man who has since been promoted to Sergeant. 

To deal with this threat, someone sawed broom 
handles down into clubs. Rogers said these 
were delivered to him during the afternoon, Thirty- 
eight men were assigned to security duty -- an 
unusually high number. When the black marines 
came back to their barracks, part of this force 
was waiting for them. 

The black marines and their supporters are 
asking many questions : 

Who were the conspirators 9 The black marines-- 
who came back to find a posse of club-wielding 
whites waiting for them? Or the whites themselves-- 
who had been preparing for a confrontation since 
3 p.m., to the extent of sawing down bioom handles? 

Why were black men the only ones questioned 
and charged, even though there were fully as many 
whites involved 9 

Clearly the Army is worried about black brothers 
getting together. They know what it means for men 
to organize around common goals, around common 
enemies, Although black marines are a small minority 
at this base, they are still harassed- "Whenever 
we get together, they go out of their war to break 
it up," a black marine explained "Whenever four, 
five brothers would get together, they'll come 
up to the group and say 'Break it up.' Any time 
they see black people together, they think we must 
be trying to plot something They're up tight." 

The marines' trial is scheduled to begin Nov. 

17. Support for the men is building on the base 
and in the white and black communities of Memphis.

Farrell, who is himself faced with lesser 
charges arising out of the rebellion, explained 
that the Army had offered him immunity if he 
testified against Russell, lie explained that pre- 
vious statements he made to Army Criminal Inves- 
tigation Division (C ID ► agents were made under 
duress "I said everything they wanted me to say," 
he replied to prosecution questions about hi^ 
earlier statements.

Defense cross examination reduced Pettet s 
testimony to a pathetic jumble of contradictions 
Pettet, who has been court martialed three times 
and says he has been AWOL (for periods ex- 
ceeding 30 days j about eight times, once since 
the rebellion, admitted that, ”C1D said it would 
help me if I told them what I saw,” 

Pettet, shuffled from barracks to barracks 
by the Ar.my, joined Russell's cell block only 
three days before the rebellion- He says he 
never talked to anyone in the cell block and 
knew the names of only three men in the block -- 
Russell, Bill Brakefield, and Thomas Catlow -- 
coincident ly all three are among the four de- 
fendants picked to be scapegoats by the Army- 
Pushed by the defense, he could not produce the 
name of a single other G1 from among the other 
65 confined m his cell block 

Asked how he learned Russell's name he said 
he had heard it at roll call. Russell, it 
turns out, had been absent from roll call that day. 

By any standard, the Army's case is weak- 
The problem, however, is that the Army may not 
need a case. The Dix stockade rebellion-- which 
involved 150 angry Gis , and led to a march of 
10,000 protesters right on to the fort itself-- 
has embarrassed and angered the Army- And the 
judges who will decide the case are almost all 
high officers personally picked by the Ft. Dix 
commandant, General Collins, They are the same 
people responsible for maintaining the Army's 
control over its men 

The Army's strategy has been to make an ex- 
ample of four of the most poJitically vocal Gls, 
and co bribe and threaten other participants into 
testifying against them. The fact that the brass 
was only able to get two of the 150 Gls involved 
in the rebellion to testify against their brothers 
is a tribute to the courage of the stockade rebels.

In the film, at the end of a Coalition meeting 
attended by Panthers, John says: "I'll stick with the Panthers if they'll stick with 
me, and I know they will." 

Well, John recently went back down home, as he and a lot of people in Chicago do 
from time to time. He was at a meeting and some honkie facist got ud and said: "That's 
the guy who works with niggers in Chicago." The next night John was found dead his 
throat slit. Some of us in Rising up Angry knew John pretty well. John was a fiqhter 
and he was the first person to take a stand when JOIN (Jobs or Income Now) qot start- 
ed back in 1964. He paved the way for a lot of other people. He leaves a biq fami- 
ly -- Eula and all the kids.
